Water was for long held by engineers 
to be practically incompress!ble, or at 
least its compreszib.lity was regardod 
us having no commercial ya'ue. But 
water ‘3s compressible at aigh press 
ures, and this fact, so far from beng 
negligible, is of the utmost import- 
ance, for upon this compressibility 
of water depends its power to trans- 
mit impulses in waves with phases 
Uke those of an electric current. 

Perha)s the theory wil be best un- 
derstood ‘by the analogy of the speak- 
ing tube. It is not, of course, the 
speaker's breath which travels unt'l 
it reacnes the ear of the listener, but 
) the waves set up by the vibrations of 
the speakers voice which move 
\through the alr medium. The air 
itself does not flow through the tube; 
jall that happens to the air particles 
/iv that they are gubjected to sma | 
{movements to and fro about the mean}

along.

| g'nally rece'ved, It has been found 
| that waves travel through water ut 
about the same rate as the voloo'ty 
;of sound through water—that 
nearly 5,000 feet per second. In act- 
ual operation the water is confined 
| under pressure in any length of pipe- 
| line, which may be rig!d or flex’ be or 
|}both combined, and may have any 
number of turns or kinks. At one end 
a piston actuated by a high-speed 
prime mover, such aé a steam or in- | 
ternal combustion eng'ne or electric! 
motor, gives a rapld series of com- 
pressive blows to the water; the 
weves thus generated, quite inde- 
pendently of any flow of the water, 
pass along the pipe-line to the otaer 
extremity where there is another p's- 
ton, one end of which receives the 
impulses, whie its opposite end ‘s 
connected to the rock drill or rivet- 
ing hammer or whatever the tool may

It ig in rock drilling that whve 
power hag found its first industrial 
epplications Hitherto the compressed 
air method has been almost exclus've- 
ly used for rock-dr!!ling purposes on 
account of its safety for all mining 
work, as compared wth other meth- 
ods of transmission, But compressed 
air is admitted y a wasteful system.

With the cessation of ‘hos- 
tilitles, the students began to return 
as soon as they were demobilized, 
and in the session of 1919, the num- 
ber in attendance in this Faculty bad 
risen to 643, the largest number in 
the history of the University, The 
number of men who had completed 
their training and graduated from 
this Faculty up to the close of the 
session 1919-1920 reached a tota! of 
1,813. The number of graduates, un- 
dergraduates and former students of 
the Faculty who enlisted in the Great 
War was 1,042, Of these, 178 were 
killed, and a very large number were 
wounded. ‘The proportion of casu- 
alties was high, for the mén enlisted 
in the most dangerous arms of the 
service, 107 received Military Dec- 
orations or wers mentioned in des- 
Patches, 

The Faculty of Applied Science 
provides courses of training in six 
separate branches of Applied Science, 
namely, Civil, Mechanical, Electrical, 
Chemical, Mining and Metallurgical 
Engineering. There is also the course 
in Architecture. The teaching staff 
numbers 76, and the Faculty has from 
the first made a special point of the 
maintenance of the highest standard 
of efficiency in al) its work.

In this way 
nearly every student, upon his gra- 
duation, has had four years of aca- 
demic training, and three summers 
in the practical work of his profes- 
sion, and bas thus laid a sound foua- 
dation of knowledge in the principles 
of the practice of the profession which 
he has selected as his life’s work. 
Students come to the Faculty not 
only from all parts of the Dominion, 
but from all corners of the world. 

A number of other colleges and 
seats of learning in various parts of 
the Domin'on, work in affiliation with 
this McGill Faculty. Among these 
may be mentioned Acadia Mount 
Alliaon and Alberta Untersities, the 
University of St. Francis Xavier's 
College, the Royal Military College 
and the Royal Naval College. Ar- 
rangements have been made by which 
graduates of the Mechanical Science 
Course in’ the University of Cem- 
bridge in England are admitted to 
advanced standing in the Faculty of 
Applied Science of McGill University.

Have You Read This Gas 


Contract? 


Five years ago on the 16th of November, 1915, Mclaws and his associates entered into a solemn contract 
with you in which they undertook to supply gas to you at a figure which was then stated at 27 cents a 1000 
cubic feet, This contract was the consummation of a long struggle by the McLaws crowd to secure from you 
concessions which they must undoubtedly have considered valuable and which presumably they intended to ex- 
haust to the limit of their capacity to c: arry out. They assured you at that time that the contract was binding 
upon their company, which was known as the Northern Alberta Natural Gas Develofment company, and they 
went so far as to secure from the Legislature an act which made the contract as binding as it could be made by 
any course of law. You were told at that time that the company could not avoid‘ carrying out this contract: 
that if it failed to do so there would be ‘visited upon it penalities set out in the agreement and that the com)- 
pany itself would be mulcted for damages which itwould have to pay or quit. 


You have seen how these people have carried out this contract ? The Northern Aiberta Natural Gas De- 
velopment Company did not lay one mile of pipe lines. They did not construct any works within the city. The 
agreement which you were told could be used against them in case of failure on their part was found to be in- 
operative when the city came to exercise the rights it was presumed to have under that contract. The attitude 
of the McLaws crowd was one of defiance. Not only did they not pay the damages but they challenged the 

city to meet them in the courts, and there is now pending in the supreme court of Alberta an action by the 
city against this corporate creation of the McLaws crowd in an attemnt to recover a matter of $18,000 which 
the city contends is its due as damages for failure to perform, and,75,000 acres of valuable gas-bearing lands 
once belonging to you. 


In the face of this the McLaws come back to vou with a new company, to whigh they give the name The 

Great West Natural Gas Corporation, Limited. They ask you to believe at present, as ‘they asked you five 
years ago tovbelieve, that they are sincere, that they intend to carry out their contract and that the saving 
clauses of the contract can be operated fo protect the city against the company. Their protestations are the 
same today as they were five years ago. They could not be more forceful, definite nor emphatic about the con- 
tract which they now ask you to endorse, than they werein regard to the contract of five years ago w net 
they failed to carry out. And you credulous enough to believe that these people have in anv way had ; 
change of heart which makes their undertakings any More reliable in 1920 than they were in 1915? = In the 
light of their past performance have these people any faith to pledge which the burgesses of the city of Fd- 


monton are safe to accept. Upon this you should be absolutely certain before you can conscientiously and in 
your own interest vote for this present gas contract. 


Have yott read the contract itself? Do you realize that under this contract the price of gas in the city of 
Edmonton right on the edge of the greatest natural gas field on tlte continent may and undoubtedly will be, to 
you, for the first five years 48% cents per 1000 cubic feet and for the next 15 years anything at all from that up 
and is altogether unlikely ever to be less. They are asking you to enter into a contract in which the price is not 
fixed except that the maximum is set at the above figure, but only for the 1st period of five years. In order 
to be able to charge you this figure and any figure they have but to show that their costs of construction were 
such that, capitalized, the earnings thereon would not amount to more than a figure than was “reasonably 
fair.’ Do you realize how elastic this condition is? Do you appreciate the fact that these people make every 
construction contract to themselves; that there is nothing i in the agreement now offered you which in anyway 
can limit these costs; that these pipe lines may, so far as any obligation on their part exists, be made to cost 
anything at all—twenty or thirty or even fifty thousand dollars a mile, and that according to the agreement, 
you must for the life of the’contract pay in your gas bills an interest thereon which is limited only by the very 
elastic provision that it shall be ‘ ‘reasonably f fair.” Ifyou do not fully realize this feature of the agreement 
or if there is any doubt in your mind that this menace exists, turn to clause twenty of the contract, read it care- 
iully to yourself and when you have concluded perusing it ask yourself just what YOU think it means. 

If you think this gas was put in the ground by the provident hand of Nature for the purpose of allowing 
McLaws to come and exploit you by selling it to you at 48% cents a thousand feet, you are quite consistent if 
you vote for the bylaws. But if you believe that the endowments of nature should be enjoyed by those who 
have made the province of Alberta and the City of Edmonton their home, and that gas, as one of the greatest 
of these endowments, should be delivered to you at a price which makes its use possible and beneficial, then you 

cannot, in justice to vourself and to all those who follow after you during the next two decades, vote for this 
bylaw in its present form. 

While still thinking of this matter of price do you realize that while there is an alleged maximum charge 
which the McLaws crowd may exact, there is no minimum charge at which they may deliver gas? Do you 
appreciate what this might mean to any manufacturer in the city of Edmonton? Is it not plain to you that 
this feature of the agreement gives the company the absolute power of life and death over almost any industry 
now established or to be established in the city of Edmonton, in which fuel is 4 dominating factor in cost? 
This feature opens the way for the exercise of the rebate and of discrimination of any character whatever. 
\ brickyard not in the company’s favor, for instance, could be charged the maximum price, but a competing 
concern could be sold gas at a price that was purely nominal. What applies in this case applies in every case. 
No institution upon whose profits the monopoly sets covetous eyes could stand the onslaught of such competi- 
tion for one year. If you, Mr. Burgess, are in the manufacturing business read carefully again clause 20 and 
picture to yourself what would happen to you in case this concern should undertake to exercise this villianous 
deadfall against you. Furthermore it gives the company the tatitude to proceed against the city’s power busi- 
ness by quoting its customers, one by one, a price which would wean them away from the city’s electric enter- 
prise, and would finally wreck the same, and quite possibly throw it into the hands ultimately of this crowd 
who are now asking you to give them a new contract:for the reason that that they Paited to carry out their 
last one. : 

Have you, Mr. Burgess, examined the meaning of clause 19 concerning the price to be paid by the city 
for gas at the city limits in case the city takes over the distribution plant and works within the limits of the 
municipality. 

Do you realize that under this clause this new company has the sole right to sell natural gas to the city 
notwithstanding that the company itself may not have the gas to sell; that it goes so far as to provide that in 
case the city has gas to sell or in case the city makes a. contract with any other parties, that 
it must sell the gas to the McLaws crowd in the field and buy it back at the city limits. You 
are being told that there is no monopoly feature about this present contract. Can you read Clanse 19 and come 
to any other conclusion except that the Melaws concern would stand in the position of middleman between 
the city of Edmonton and the gas supply from no matter where it may come? This feai tre of the agreement 
extended over two decades may cost gas consumers of the city of Edmonton many m ‘lions of dollars and 
will assuredly preclude the possibility of cheap gas at any time within the next twenty years. 

Do you realize also that under this clause of the agreement the Great West Natural Gas Company may put 
itself in the position of buying its gas from another of the McLaws companies, for instance the Northern 
Alberta, and that the price that the Great West may choose to pay to the Northern Alberta is something be- 
yond your control but is nevertheless a basic feature in fixing the cost of gas to you? 

For two reasons this contract should be positively and definitely turned down. The first of these rea- 
sons is the failure of these same people to carry out their previous agreement with the city and to which to all 
intents and purposes is still in existance, The second reason is the failure of the contract itself to protect the 
rights of the citizens or to guarantee or even assure them of cheap gas. Every burgess must realize that to 
be hurried into any such agreement will only lead to regrets during a long period of years, ‘That if this con- 
tract is rejected and the question bf gas taken out of the element of exploitation, which has debarred the city 
during the past ten vears from enjoying gas, that a way will undoubtedly be found to secure gas for the 
citizens at a price which is reasonable and on terms which will not shackle the city to a villainous contract for

As most of the City Districts hove agvell recognized schedule 
of salaries, the amount paid the teachers from year to year is 
governed by this schedule. It will be quite satisfactory to 
this Department, therefore, if, instead of sending in agree- 
ments each term, you fogward at the beginning of the term a 
full list of the teachers employed, This list should contain the 
names of the teachers, with full Christian nantes, the class of 
certificate and the rate of salary. The teachers should be 
graded according to schools and in the order of seniority, that 
is, Principal, Vice-Principal, ete, If any changes occur in the 
staffs, we should ve notified, This list of teachers should be 
certified to by the chairmap und the secretary-treasurer of 


the board, 
We will, however, require an original agreement with 
each teacher employed, that is, when the teacher is first en- 
gaged. The copy of the agreement entered into then should 
be forwarded, but, as stated above, no agreement showing in- 
crease in salary will be necessary, as this will be covered by 
the schedule, If, however, at any time any form of agreement 
other than the original form as approved by the Minister is

Dr. Alexander says that it is the “LAW” that the contract must be 
in the form approved by the Minister, but CLAUSE 161 OF THE 
SCHOOL ORDINANCE, upon whichp no doubt, he bases his opinion, 
reads as follows: 


“The contract entered into shall be in the form prescrib- 
ed by the Minister and such form may be altered or amended 
ns may be mutually agreed upou by the contracting parties, 
provided such alterations or amendments are not inconsistent 
with any of the provisions of this Ordinance or the regula- 

* tions of the Department,” 


It is obvious that Dr. Alexander has read only the first half of this 
section, because it is the latter part of this section which keeps the 
form of contract favored by the Alliance within the law,

Only fifteen 
Cleg in Alberta yoted ‘wet’ 
recent referenduin on the 
of liquor importation as aguinst s!ix- 
feen which registered majorities 
against prohibition in the vote of 
1915, according to returns compfled 
by the Alberta Social Service league 
officials, baeed on local constituency 
results. 

The total vote polled in the recent 
vote was 106,948, with a total “dry” 
majority of 18,596. A comparison of 
the results of the 1915 ballot and 
the one on October 25th, ehows that 
three conetituencles that voted wet 
five years a@go turned tnto the dry 
column this time, and two other for- 
merly dry ridings ewung in favor of 
the wets in Octgber. These last two 
@re the Leduc and Macleod 
which went dry by respective majori- 
ties of 208 and 41, in 1.915. and voted 
pet this time by margins of $4 and 

1.

were: Athabasca, Beaver River, Bow 
Valley, dson, Grouard, Lac Ste. 
Anne, Leduc, Lethbridge, Macleod, 
Rocky Mountain, St. Albert, Stony 
Plain, St. Paul, Victorid and Whit- 
ford. The total ‘“‘wet" majority was 
3,452 in these fifteen ridings, while 


the total ‘dry’ surplus in the other 
constituencies of the province amoun- 
ted to 22048. The total vote cast 
wes 108178 but of this number 1,230 
were spoiled ballots,

“In order to insure the maximum 
returns from the feed suppiled the 
fiock,” eays S. A. Bergey, professor of 
pcultyy husbandry, University of Al- 
berta,”’ it is essential that the -aying 
siock be matured and of good quality 
from the standpo.nt of egg produc- 
tion. Breeding « important. Unless 
the birds are of a well knoWn laying 
sirain lange egg yields cannot ‘be ex- 
pected, However, it must be kept in 
mind that pullets, particularly of the 
heavy breeds do not commence ‘aying 
until they are fully matured, and 
should thev by any chance have beep 
hatched late or not properly fed anid 
cered for, the immaturity of the 
flock will result in a low egg produc- 
tion, 

Pulets for Winter Laying 

The yearling stock is usually in the 
moult in the fall of the year and as 1 
result the pullets are the only source 
during that time from whica to ex- 

ect eggs. For thia reason it is very 
mportant to the poultryman that the 
pulets be in laying cond:tion. <A 
larger fall and winter egg production 
means langer profits for the producer 
ond a more stable market for the 
censumer. 

Pullets must be fully matured, with 
well deve oped bodies and be healthy 
before they can be expected to con- 
tribute muea to the egg basket. Un- 
developed and immature pullets are 
all too common dering November 
end December. In order to get a 
heavy winter egg production the pul- 
lets should commence laying in Octo- 
bey and November just as the cold 
weather ig setting in. Immature birds 
As a rue do not commence to lay un- 
til early in the epring and for this 
reason it is advisable to cull out ail 
the pullets that are under developed 
or show a lack of vita ity. 

Controlled by Feeding 

Pee production is largely control- 
led by the metaod of feeding as well 
ao the nature of the feeds fed. One of 
the factors too often overlooked, 
porticularly in this country whea 
birds are housed for six months of 
the year, is sufficient 
Imperative that birds be sompelled to 
take exercise. This is easliy accom- 
plished by providing a litter of straw 
in the hen house e'ght to ten inches 
In depth. All the grain fed should be 
seattered in the litter and the straw 
weil stirred up so that the birds wil

tawa, Dec. 10—(Canadian Press) 
| nemployment among = returned 
men was laid in striking fashion be- 
fore menvbers of the government to- 
day. The problem wes presented 
primarily as fro Toronto—whence 
today’s delegation came—ut the dis- 
cussion turned on the eral @itua- 
tion; and the prime mi fer made it 
clear that anything done in Toronto 
would have to be. done elsewhere. 
The Dominion government could con- 
sider a problem only from the ma- 
or point of view. 
here wae a tendency in each cen- 
tre, Mr. Meighan said, replying to 
the delegation, to consider its own 
situation the worst. He had’ recetv- 
ed a telegram from the prime mir- 
ister of British Columbia, who ecem- 
ed to think that Ottawa wus the pro- 
per place to get relief. Similar mes 
sages had been received from other 
|points, But anything done in one 
centre would have to be qone every- 
where. If grants were made to an 
organization in Toronto, organiza- 
tione throughout the country would 
ask for the same treatmemt, and soon 
there would be orgunizations in every 
village. ‘Just keep in mind,” sald 
the prime minister, ‘‘that witatever 
-4 eons by us must be Canadjan- 
wide,” 

The problem of unemployment h&d 
been before the Dominion  govern- 
ment for some time, althourh before 
the war it was not regarded ‘ase 
federal matter, “Ineofur ag the pro- 
blem is one of the returned men suf- 
fering from the results of war,” Mr. 
Meighen continued, “it is our pro- 
bam, But insofar as the returned 
man was as physically able as any 
one else to get emiplioyment, then he 
belonged to the same claas as other 
citizens "* ¥ 

Considerable study, continued Mr. 
Meighen. hud been given to the gen- 
eral problem by the mintster of labor, 
who favored co-operation with the 
pteeled authorities. “I canmot think 
of any other plan on which we can 
proceed,” Mr. Meighen adited. The 
government hoped to be able to work 


something out in this regard, and 
would do whatever was possible. 
\“We are prepared to do our part,’ 


Mr. Me ghen said, “but it must be by 
jmeans of co-operation, and. o1 the 
| basis that responsibility for the physi- 
cally fit men will be asfuined by the 
[proper authorities. The physically 
fit man has oot to function in this 
country.” 

The delegation consisted of Colone! 
Cc. G. Williams, representing the G. 
W. V. A. in Toronto; W. W. Parry 
and Tom Wallace, M.P., from the clty 
of Toronto’ and C, G, MacNeill, Ot- 
tawa, general secretary of the G. W.

to pupport. It was proposed that the 
grants should be adeninistered by & 
local council! consisting of six mem- 
bere: three representing veterans’ 
organizations and three chosen by 
the dominion government from lead- 
ing ocltizene, Returned men, it. was 
emphasized, were on the side of pro- 
cedure by constitutional methods, 
jand would never countegance any- 
thing which would bring discredit on 
the country. 

In reply to questions by Mr, Guth- 
rie, it was stated that grants aw out- 
lined would entail a weekly expendi- 
ture in Toronto of about! $200,000, 

Mr. MacNetl remarked that reports 
he had received showed disquieting 
conditions all over the country, “We 
think some measure of reef is ne- 
cemary,” he urged. “ The cost, of in- 
action may be higher thun that of 
organized relief.”
